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Town officials challenge 
electric rate changes 


Wilmington officials are 
challenging an electric rate 
increase scheduled to take effect 
on June 1 

At a hearing called by the 
Board of Selectmen on Monday 
afternoon, Town Counsel Alan 
Altman recommended that the 
selectmen file a petition with the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Utilities to 
require Reading Light to 
negotiate with the town and to 
stay the rates until a hearing is 
held. 

Under the new rates, which 
were announced in ‘April, 
Reading Light would implement 
a $2.22 per month service charge 
for all residential customers, 

arge during the 

‘hs on all electric 
usage over 250 kilowatt hours, or 
500 kilowatt hours for customers 
with controlled electric water 
heaters. 

Offsetting these increases 


would be a reduction of the fuel 
adjustment charge of one cent 
per kilowatt hours. 

Monday afternoon's session 
was stormy, and was in. 
terpreted differently by the 
opposing parties. Wilmington 
officials called the meeting as a 
hearing, but Atty. Nichol. 
Scobbo said that Reading Light 
officials were present as a 
courtesy to hear the concerns 


and cailed the meeting an in-. 


formal conference. Norbert 
Rhinerson, general manager of 
Reading Light and Alan Ames, a 
member of the board, ac. 
companied Scobbo. 

Scobbo said that the rates 
were not subject to negotiation 
He said that Reading Light 
intended to hold a hearing in 
mid-Jype on the new rates 

1 don’ tthink we're here to 
negotiate,” Scobbo said 

Altman said that his int 


terpretation of the law was 
different than Scobbo's, 
referring to the 1908 statute 
which establishes the 
relationship between 
Wilmington and the’ Reading 
Municipal Light Dept. He then 
recommended that the select- 
men file a further petition before 
the DPU, to require 
negotiations,.and to stay the 
rates 

A short time later, Altman 
asked, somewhat abruptly, if 
the light department had a 
position on a buyout, as set forth 
in section four (of the 1908 
statute) 

Scobbo said they hadn't come 
prepared to discuss that, and 
that they hadn't yet heard the 
specific problems with the new 
rates 

Altman said that the RMLD 
hearing in mid-June is not the

Tools of the trade 


by Arlene Surprenant 

The business of schools is teaching. One wonders, after 
sitting through town meeting and recent school committee 
meetings, if this message is getting through. 

For the first time, to my knowledge, a school budget was 
defeated by town meeting vote. In the past, one heard often 
justified complaints about fat in the school budget and 
funds left over at the end of the year 

This year, however, voter action has only succeeded in 
placing an additional burden on school department 
shoulders. 

School officials have responded by making large cuts in 
non-salaried items such as library materials and art sup- 
plies and severly limiting new textbook purchases and 
much needed audio-visual equipment repairs. That's for 
starters. 

In the end, it is our children who will be shortchanged. In 
the end, it is our teachers who will face yet one more 
challenge in a year of uncertainty due to the high school 
renovaton and reorganization of the central office. 

The point is simply this: How can our teachers teach 
without the proper tools? 

Think about it. If you were a carpenter, could you build 
without hammer and nails? If you were a seamstress, 
could you sew without needle and thread? If you were a 
teacher in the Wilmington School System, could you do a 
good job without enough textbooks, supplies, and audio- 
visual equipment to enhance day to day lessons? 

The answer has to be a resounding NO. 

Wimington has to rethink its priorities. There has to be 
another solution. What's wrong with user fees, not only for 
students participating in interscholastic athletics, but for 
those involved in other programs as well? 

What's wrong with asking for some extra help with 
renovation costs, especially since additional funds may be 
available in the fall, a good portion of which will be 
“education related?” 

What's wrong with cutting back further on extra- 
curricular programs across the board — programs which, 
sadly, must take second place to classroom priorities? 

I fully appreciate the difficulties involved in paring down 
the school budget. 

But, whatever happens, let’s not compound the problem 
by penalizing our children or crippling our teachers in the 
year ahead

Last chance to save school 


The 89-year old Walker School is scheduled to be demolish- 
ed sometime this summer. Wilmington Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski said the demolition contract will go out for bid 
next month. 

The school has been closed for several years, and vandals 
have begun breaking windows. ; . 

The town has no definite plans for the site. It isn’t as if the 
land has to be cleared so that a new building can go up. There 
will only be a vacant lot. 

The town manager said he cannot find a use for it that will 
pay its own way and be compatible with the zoning by-law. 
The land is zoned for residential use. ‘ 

About four years ago, the town spent $10,000 studying five 
town-owned buildings for re-use. One of these was the Walker 
School. The study looked at converting the building to con- 
dominiums, to office space as well as some other uses. 

Because of its size, condition and zoning, however, con- 
sultants told the town that a developer would not be able to 
make money converting the building to another use. 

The building is a basic 1896 school, not beautifully ornate, 
not a castle, But it is characteristic of Wilmington for that 
era, and for that reason it deserves to be saved. 

Wilmington has very few buildings of any architectural 
significance. There is no Taj Mahal here. But there is the 
Walker School. It is now 89 years old, and there is a good 
chance that Wilmington will never have a 90-year old Walker 
School, never mind 100 or 200 years. 

What is needed to save the school is a proposal for its use. 
The user would have to lease the building, since the town has 
a three-year moratorium on the sale of town-owned land. If 
the use is not allowed ina residential zone, it would have to be 
something that would convince a town meeting to change the 
zoning. It would also have to be self-supporting. 

If nobody comes forward with a use for the old school, it

The biggest pussy willow tree 
in the United States was planted 
in 1926. Les Durkee, an em- 
ployee of the Wilmington Water 
Department did the planting for 
a lady whose name the writer 
has forgotten. 

She may have lived in the 
Fourth of July House, which is 
at 94 Andover Street, or she may 
have lived next door, at 100 
Andover Street where Lorraine 
Knight lives today 

The Fourth of July House, it 
should be remarked, gets its 
name honestly. It was raised on 
July 4, 1776, the day of the 
Declaration ‘of Independence, 
and is exactly as old as is the 
Republic known as the United 
States of America 

About the time that the pussy 
willow tree was 50 years old two 
Avco employees, on their way 
home one summer evening, 
came toa halt as they passed the 
site. They knew of a tree in 
Chicago which was supposed to 
be the biggest pussy willow tree, 
but this seemed to be bigger 

The two men, who lived in 
Andover, returned the next day 
to measure the tree and Ralph 
Knight, who lived next door, 
called the Town Crier out of 
curiosity. The Town Crier took 
pictures, of course. 

It was established that. the 
North Wilmington tree was the 
biggest pussy willow in the 


After that, once in a while the 
Town Crier took a picture of the 
tree, in the springtime when the 
catkins were blooming. Not 
much other attention was paid to 
the tree 

Until yankee magazine said it 
was the largest tree growing, 
etc., ete 

The fact is that the largest 
pussy willow tree blew down ina 
storm a year ago last Novem 
ber. The Town Crier had a story 
and pictures of that event 

And Adele Passmore, who 
lives in the Fourth of July 
House, has a lot of pictures, and 
some nice stories about that 
tree.

masters degree in sociology! 
Her advice also helped the rest 
of us in the Clan to cope with his 
incarceration

The Concerned Citizens and 
Berkshire Builders were em- 
broiled in a HUD housing con- 
troversy in town in 1980 which 
led to a suit and counter-suit by 
the two factions. 

In March, 1980, the citizen 
group was sued by Berkshire for 
$5 million for opposing the HUD 
housing project then planned for 
the town under the auspices of 
the Wilmington — Housing 
Authority (WHA).

Tewksbury awards sewer contracts 


“Tewksbury Selectmen, acting 
as public works commissioners, 
voted Tuesday to award con- 
tracts for two sewer extension 
projects that will enter con- 
struction phases in late June. 
The board also voted to 

with a formal application for a 
state grant to help fund another 
sewer extension project. that 
could get underway in the spring 
of 1986. 

Both contracts were awarded 
Tuesday to the low bidder, 
Albanese Bros., Inc. of Malden, 
and will entail work in several 
areas of North and South 
Tewksbury. Work on the 
projects must start before June 
26 if the town is to receive 
reimbursements from the state. 

The $2 million project was 
approved at the annual town 
meeting in 1983. The town stands 
to receive reimbursements from 
the state for about $1.3 million of 
the actual construction costs. 

Work covered under the 
$1,188,255.40 contract number 12 
will see sewer extensions built 
on parts of North Street, 
Catamount Road, Livingston 
Street, Kendall Road, and Roper 
Lane. Contract 12 also covers 
installation of sewers on all of 
Cayuga Road and Brentwood 
Road. Some cross country work 
to tie those extensions into the 
main trunk line will also be 
performed under contract 12 

Work covered under the 
$1,588,725.10 contract number 13 
includes installation of sewer 
extensions on all of the following 
streets: Cleghorn Lane, Crest 
Road, Trull Brook Lane, Ronald 
Drive, Revere Road, and 
Benson Road. 

Parts of the following streets 
will also be included in contract 
13: River Road, Trull Road, 
Shawsheen Street (from the 
Tewksbury Market to Ronald 
Drive), Wolcott Street, South 
Street (from Franklin Street to 
Benson Road), and Vernon 
Street 

Contract 13 will also finish 
sewer lines on Patriot Road, 
Edith Drive and Lake Street 
Parts of those streets received 
sewer lines under the town’s 
first sewer program.

Dresser and McKee (CDM) told 
the board Tuesday that con- 
struction on the contracts, which 
total $2,776,980.50, could get 
underway by June 20. 

CDM engineers also got 
needed approval from the board 
to submit an application for 
state funding for two future 
sewer extension contracts.

Traditionally, spring is the 
growing season. It is also the 
season when parents of pre- 
schoolers seek out schools for 
the following year, schools 
designed to help young minds 
and bodies grow. 

While miahy fine nursery 
schools abound in the 
Wilmington - Tewksbury area, 
we highlight four here whose 
reputation for excellence has 
preceded them. 

‘Country Mouse Nursery School 

‘Though it’s only been in 
existence for two years, the 
Country Mouse Nursery School 
is already well known among 
area resjdents. It is located in, 
but ng affiliated with, the 
Tewksbury United Methodist 
Church at the corner of South 
and Main Streets. 

Under the direction of teacher 
and founder Debbie Cabral, 
everything about the school 
bespeaks a warm, caring at- 
mosphere. 

Fellow teacher Pat Ryan 
elaborates. “This is the 
children’s first experience with 
school so you want it to be 
special. . [When kindergarten 
starts and they have to go into 
that large building, we hope the 
children can feel secure and 
comfortable in those surroun: 
dings.” They also hope their 
pupils develop listening skills 
and progress socially. 

Debbie, Pat, and colleague 
Judy Carroll work hard to crate 
the right atmosphere for a 
successful program. From the 
first moment they greet pupils 
by name at the door, they strive 
to make learning fun and the 
transition (from home to the 
more structured school setting) 
easy. After free play and circle 
time, they each take eight 


wd 


children and work closely with 
them, perhaps making bread, 
butter, or cranberry muffins,or 
puppets and other projects. 

The staff is well prepared, 
holding regular meetings and 
setting materials up before 
children arrive. As Debbie 
explains, “everything has to rurr 
smoothly so we can give the kids 
all our attention.” 

They have also been suc- 
cessful in coming up with unique 
activities which center around 
weekly themes 

AS one parent, Carol Marquis, 
puts it: the teachers not only 
give “personalized attention” to 
their young charges, but also 
“present children with a world 
beyond the confines of 
Tewksbury and Wilmington.” 

For instance, one week 
students studied China and 
learned about the Chinese New 
Year. Several children dressed 
in a dragon costume and snaked 
around the room while their 
classmates banged exuberantly 
on musical instruments. They 
created paper lanterns and rice 
paper kites, and snacked on 
pineapple, fortune cookies and 
Chinese tea. And all three 
teachers dressed in colorful 
Chinese pajamas to lend an air 
of authenticity fo the 
proceedings. 

The physical layout of the 
room is cozy and_ inviting. 
Debbie has divided it into areas 
of housekeeping, quiet play, 
learning activities, and busy 
play with blocks and trucks. By 
far, the most intriguing area is 
the special interest section, 
which changes monthly. In the 
past, it’s been everything from 
an animal hospital to an office 
for young executives and a post 
office. 

Debbie offers morning and 
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afternoon sessions three days a 
week. She limits sessions to 24 
students, and currently has a 
few openings left for next year. 
All three experienced in- 
structors are state certified. 

Abundant Life Learning Center 

In contrast to the Country 
Mouse School, the Abundant 
Life Learning Center in 
Wilmington incorporates both a 
daycare program for children 
three months old-to six years, 
and a nursery school program 
for three and four year olds two 
mornings a week. 

Under director Shirley Dionne 
and the auspices of the Baptist 
Church, the nursery school 
program has been in existence 
for 14 years. Twelve of those 
years were at the First Baptist 
Church on Church Street and the 
latter two at the new istian 
school location on utwell 
Road. 

The school, says Shirley, is 
unique in three ways. First and 
foremost, it's a Christ-centered 
school teaching God’s love and 
Christian values to anyone 
wishing to enroll. 

Second, Abundant Life is one 
of the few daycare centers in 
town. Open from 7 a.m. to 5:30 
p.m., it helps meet the needs of 
area working parents and offers 
breakfast, lunch and snacks 
throughout the day 

Third, it is open year round 
with pre-school — activities 
continuing through the summer, 
mostly outdoors. 

A total of 150 students are 
enrolled and 20 staff personnel 
take charge of the Learning 
Center. The nursery school is 
under the direction of state 
certified teacher Barbara 
Groom, with assistance from 
volunteer mothers. 

Along with providing a secure, 
stimulating environment, says 
Shirley, they also teach children 
as early as possible. They do this 
through the  Self-Pronouncing 
Alphabet Curriculum developed 
by Beacon Enterprise Inc. This 
is not only a pre-reading 
program where pupils learn 
letters and their sounds, but the 
curriculum also integrates early 
art, math, and science concepts. 

Aside from curriculum ac- 
tivities, children learn through 
music, free play, arts and 
crafts, show and tell, and “doing 
their own thing” type projects. 
They also focus on nature, one 
time watehing baby chicks 
hatch in anyincubator. 

When hef pupils leave the 
school, explains Shirley, she 
hopes ‘they will know God is 
always there for them. In ad: 
dition, the children should feel 
good about themselves, be 
prepared for the broader school 
experience, and have a deep 
respect for the rights of others 

The Children’s Corner 

Many nursery schools are 
“parent pleasers,”” says Dolly 
Harrison, director and founder 
of the Children’s Corner School 
on Aldrich Road in Wilmington. 
“We, on the other hand, try to 
please the child.” 

She's a firm believer in letting 
the child learn and develop at 
his own pace, without pressure. 
If you push the child too hard, 
she adds, he could get “turned 
off. 

At the Children’s Corner, each 
child is treated as an individual, 
with ‘a big emphasis on social 
development,’ she says 
Learning takes place through 
the ‘‘total experience” of free 
play, arts and crafts, storytime, 
and outdoor activities. 

Though Dolly and fellow 
teachers Dianne Murray and 
Barbara Hickey do structure 
their day, the schedule remains 
flexible. If a particular activity

is going well, they don’t cut 
short. 

During arts and crafts time, 
for instance, it’s easy to get 
caught up in what they're doing, 
be it painting at an easel or 
making collages out of recycled 
material Dolly has avidly 
collected over the years. 

‘And Dolly doesn't care about 
the outcome of such creative 
attempts as much as she does 
about the “process” of arriving 
at the child's “masterpiece.” 

The physical layout of the 
school is beautifully geared to 
child-oriented activities. Four 
rooms are divided into work 
centers. One room has a walk-in 
house and sand box, another a 
loft type puppet theater, and still 
another a fully carpeted area for 
blocks and active play. 

The fenced in outdoor area 
houses several swing sets, a 
sandbox, picnic tables, and a 
paved area with many bikes, 
bigwheels and a basketball 
court in evidence. 

The Children's Corner is 
home, not only to 38 students 
aged three to five years, but also 
to Dolly, husband Ed, and their 
four children. The Harrison 
home first housed the school five 
years ago and has since grown 
through a series of expansions

The Anne Sullivan Center is 
located on the Tewksbury 
Hospital grounds in the building 
which used to be the foundling 
home of Anne Sullivan and her 
brother, or so the story goes. It 
is a 766 approved private school 
operated by the Douglas A 
Thom Clinic in Boston since 
1971 

According to pre-school team 
leader Carol Pulssord, the 
school has earned "a good 
reputation.” it is unique in that 
it serves the needs of both 
disabled and able-bodied 
students, aged three to five 
years, in an integrated, caring 
setting 

It has the distinciton of being 
only one of three such schools in 
the state and will be publicized 
by Channel Five's Chronicle in 
the near future. Pupils come 
from as far away as Malden, 
Revere, and Boxford, many ona 
referral basis 

The schedule and physical 
environment is appealing and 


fun-oriented, at the same time 
taking into account the limits of 
the special students. 

It’s not unusual, laughs Carol, 
for one of the six certified 
teachers or extra teacher 
assistants to trip over crutches 
or wheelchairs throughout the 
morning as the children move 
from one room to another. 

The four hour session is 
divided into free play activities, 
gross motor time (a “typical 
recess" with time spent on two 
climbing apparatus, big wheels, 
swings, or other equipment), 
open classroom time, and 
snacks and hot lunch. 

During open classroom time, 
children pursue one or more 
activities listed on a choice 
board, These may take the form 
of dramatic play in a hospital or 
camping set-up, for example; or 
various activities in a science 
area, cognitive section, or quiet

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Sullivan Memorial 


Taking a lesson from the 
dedication depicted in the 
sculpture, Tewksbury residents 
have banded together and 
dedicated themseleves to seeing 
that a work honoring Anne 
Sullivan is finished and donated 
to the town. 

The project started some 
years ago when Kaufman got 
the idea to honor former 
Tewksbury State Hospital 
resident Anne Sullivan. Mico 
learned of Sullivan's dedication 
to life and her efforts to reach 
Helen Keller and decided it 
would be a fitting tribute to both 
her and the town where she 
resided for many years. 

The work is completed and is 
ready to be sent to the foundry to 
be cast, but the fund raising 
effort that started shortly before 


the 250th Anniversary 
Celebration got underway 
continues. 


Kaufman has-created a true 
work of art. He captures 
Sullivan's dedication to her 
teaching by depicting her with 
Hellen Keller, the young girl 
born deaf and blind, when Helen 
first grasped the concept of sign 
lanuage. 

It was Sullivan's teaching and 
dedication to helping the young 
girl that brought Helen to an 
understanding that there can be 
communication between human 
beings. 

The turning point of Helen 
Keller's life is depicted in 
Kaufman's work which is 
proposed to be erected on the 
lawn on the side of town hall in 
Tewksbury. Anne Sullivan had 
put Helen’s hand under a pump 
so she could feel water flow, and 
then, patiently, spelled again 
and again in Helen's hand, the 
hand symbols used to spell the 
word water. 

Three extended fingers. The 
sign for the letter “W"', which 
Helen would later understand to 
mean water, are being met by 
the three extended fingers of 
Helen Keller.

Water commissioners ponder 
Avco’'s solid wastes 


A letter addressed to 
“Regonal Stapezynski"’ of 
Wilmington, from _ the 


Metropolitan District Com- 
misson has done nothing toward 
clearing up the mystery of why 
there are so many solids, in the 
sewage from Avco. The letter 
had been mailed on May 7th and 
was read in the meeting of the 
Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Commissioners on May 16. 


Two weeks earlier, the 
commissioners, in checking 
over material containing 


reports on sewer use, noted the 
excessively heavy ‘‘solid 
wastes” being listed irom Avco. 
Three million pounds of solid 
wastes annually was attributed 


to the Wilmington plant. 

Chairman George Allan and 
others believed it to be a case of 
a misplaced decimal point, and 
that Avco possibly has 3,000 
pounds of solid wastes in a year. 
A visiting representative of the 
MDC promised he would check. 

‘The letter to Regional Stapc- 
zynski contained a lot of print- 
outs, from the MDC computers, 
none of which could be un- 
derstood by the chairman, a 
professional engineer, or by a 
visiting engineer. 

Chairman Allan called the 
print-outs “gobbledygook” and 
said the MDC was out to “bury 
us in junk,”

The Chronicle reported Alt- 


man comments on_ previous 
attempts by the Wilmington 
officials and Chamber officials 
to gather information, and how 
those attempts had poor results. 
His remarks, the Chronicle went 
on to say, led to the mentioning 
of the option that Wilmington is 
now asking for, to seek another 
source of power, and to abandon 
the use of the RMLD power 
system. It was at that point that 
Altman's use of the phrase came 
in 

“I think the stiff-necked 
politicians in Reading may be 
upset if Wilmington does that" 
Altman was quoted as saying. It 
went on to report that 
Wilmington residents and 
businesses use the bulk of the 
power provided by the RMLD. 


Should the town opt ta leave the 
system, the six percnt in 
vestment in Seabrook and other 
debts would have to be borne by 
far fewer rate payers. 

Altman also sharply differed 
with (Reading, Ed.) Light 
Board Chairman John H 
Crooker’s assessment of recent 
meetings with Wilmington of- 
ficials. The Chronicle said

light’ Altman said he would 
describe them otherwise.
